CUSTODY OF CHILDREN

SEQUEL TO A MIXED 
MARRIAGE, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


In accordance with a direction of Mr. Jus- 
tice Sullivan and Mr. Justice Aa sm. Mrs. 
Florence Geoghegan, of 3 St. Decian’s road, 
Marino, Fairview, attended in court with the 
six children in respect of whom an order had 
heen made last Thursday, when Mr. Justice 
Sullivan and Mr. Justice O’Byrne made 
absolute a conditional order for a writ of 
habeas corpus, directing Mrs. Geoghegan to 
transfer the custody of the children to her 
liusband, John Geoghegan. 

It appeared that the father and mother 
were married in the Roman Catholic Church 
of St. Andrew, Westland Row, Dublin, the 
husband being a Roman Catholic, while the 
wife was stated to have been a Protestant, 
hut to have been received into the Roman 
Catholic Church before her marriage. The 
husband, who is now a patient in St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital, Dublin, alleged that his wife 
had interfered with the religion of the chil- 
dren and sought to have them brought up in 
the Protestant faith, and he applied for the 
order which the Court had granted. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs. W. Smyth and 
Son) appeared for Mrs. Geoghegan, now said 
that his client was willing to give an under- 
taking, if the children were left to her, that 
they would be brouglit up in the religion of 
their father. She would also acquiesce in the 
appointment of a guardian to act generally 
with her in, seeing that they were brought 
up in the religion of their father. 5 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that, in his 
opinion. that undertakins had come too late. 

Mr. Molloy, who, with Mr. Reardon, K.(. 
(instructed by Messrs. Roger Greene and 
Sons), appeared for the father of the chil- 
dren, read an affidavit from Miss Cecilia 
Geoghegan, Dublin, who stated that she 
was the paternal aunt of the children, and 
had ample accommodation for them until 
suitable arrangements were made for their 
upbringing in institutions, to which it was 
intended to have them admitted. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne directed that. for the 
present the six children should be committed 
to the custody of Miss Cecilia Geoghegan, 
on behalf of the father, and that Mrs. 
(Geoghegan should have access to them at all 
reasonable times. 

Mr. Hughes applied efor a stay. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that he would 
not go bevond the order which he had made. 
The children were then transferred to the 
custody of Miss Geoghegan amid tearful 
scenes, the younger children having to he 
separated from their mother, to whom oe 
clung, while the elder boys tried to protect 


them.

CUNARD COMPANY’S 
PROFITS. 


REVENUE APPEAL 
DISMISSED.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIGBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The Supreme Court, Dublin, last Saturday, 
by a majority, dismissed, with costs, the 
appeals which had been brought in the cases 
of the Cunard Steamshi ompany, Ltd., 
against Mr. J. Herlihy, Samuels of Taxes, 
and of the same company, against the 
Kevenue Commissioners. Mr. Herlihy and 
the Revenue Commissioners appealed from a 
decision of Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O’Byrne in favour of 
the Cunard Steamship Company, Ltd., who 
contended that the profits made by them 
from carrying, from the Irish Free State, 
passengers whose passage money had been 
prepaid in America should not be included in 
the profits of the company chargeable to 
income tax. 

In the High Court the Cunard Steamship 
Company's appeal, which came on by way 
of a case stated under Section 149 of the 
Income Tax Act, 1918, by the Commissioners 
for the Special Purposes of the Income Tax, 
Acts, was against the estimated assessment to in- 
come tax in the sum of £10,000 for each of 
the years of assessment, 1923-24, 1924-25 and 
1925-26, made upon the company under 
Case J., Schedule D., of the a ae Tax 
Act, 1918, as adapted, in respect of the 
annual profits or gains arising or accruing to 
the company from a trade exercised within 
the Irish Free State. The qvestion in dis- 
pute was whether, in computing the profits 
of the company chargeable to income tax 
under Rule I. (a) (iii) of Schedule D. of the 
Income Tax Act of 1918, es adapted, there 
should be included the profits made by the 
ccmpany from carrying, from the Irish Free 
State, passengers whose passage money had 
been prepaid in America.. 

THE CONTENTIONS. 

It had been contended on behalf of the 
company that it did not exercise a trade 
within Saorstat Eireann by carrying 
passengers from Saorstat Eireann whose 
rr money had been prepaid in America, 

ecause the only contract, made in connection 
with the prepaid passage was made in 
America between the company and the pur- 
chaser, the consideration being the passage 
money paid in America. It was also con- 
tended that any conditions with which the 
Passenger might have to comply did not 
constitute a new contract, between the com- 
pany and the passenger, and that the 
fact that the prepaid certificate had 
to be exchanged for ocean ticket 
was cerely part of the _ internal 
organisation of the company necessary to 
comply with the statute whereby the com- 
pany was bound to issue to a passenger a 
ticket in a particular form, and the pur- 
chaser would not purchase a prepaid certifi- 
cate until he had been in communication, or 
intended to communicate, with the intending 
passenger. 

On behalf of the Revenue Commissioners it 
had been contended that in cases where 
passage money had been prepaid in America 
the company made contracts with the pas- 
sengers in Saorstat Eireann: that such con- 
tracts were profit-earning contracts, and that 
the making of such profit-earning contracts in 
Saorstat Eireann constituted the exercise of a 
trade within Saorstat Eireann. 

In the unanimous judgment appealed from 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna and 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne held that the profit- 
earning contracts in this case were made in 
America and not in Saorstat Eireann. 


THE LEGAL POSITION. 

The Chief Justice, in his reserved judgment, 
said that, viewing together the documents 
and the facts found by the Commissioners, 
the legal position, as it presented itself to 
him, was that the purchaser in America as 
agent for the nan Ed“ — passenger entered 
into a contract with the shipping company, 
which was an English company, through its 
agents in America, for the purchase of a 
steerage passage from Cobh to an American 
port, and on behalf of his passenger principal 
paid the purchase money in | or Ns 
currency according to the contract. As be- 
tween the purchasing agent and the shipping 
company the contractural transaction was 
completed in America; and, inasmuch as there 
was nothing in the document about its being 
provisional, or subject to acceptance by the 
proposed passenger, and no doubt was indi- 
cated about the agent’s authority, which, it 
seemed to his lordship, the shippers were 
entitled to assume to be valid, it seemed to 
him that the contract was completed in 
America as between the proposed passenger 
and the shipping company, and that no ratifi- 
cation or adoption or acceptance, or any other 
ais, legal act, was necessary for its com- 

etion. 

If it were the case that a proposed pas- 
senger would be permitted to repudiate the 
contract as wunauthorised—that must be 
abnormal, and the refund which the compan 
might make to the purchaser was, in suc 
Case, as it seemed to him on the evidence 
before them, an act of grace—the contract 
was not made conditional on ratification, and 
it did not appear to contemplate repudiation 
as. an event to be provided for. If the pro- 
| posed ar cú were to repudiate the trans- 

action, disclaiming the authority of a 
a as an agent for him, ‘se had no 

oubt that the ipping company could have 
recourse to the usual remedies if they suffered 
loss through want of authority, and they were 
in the beneficial position of holding the pur- 
chase money. 

HANDLING OF THE MONEY. 

Upon this view his lordship was of opinion 
that in respect of a transaction of this kind 
the respondents did not “exercise their 
trade ” or ‘‘ carry on business” in the 
Saorstat, and that profits did not arise in the 
Saorstat from any such carrying on of busi- 
ness or exercise of trade in respect of these 
contracts. It was also to be observed that 
no part of the moneys passing on these con- 
tracts ever would be handled in the 
Saorstat. The purchase money was paid 
into an American office of a British company, 
and presumably transmitted direct to the head 
office in Liverpool. In his opinion, this ap- 
peal should be dismissed with costs. 

Mr. Jutice FitzGibbon said that it was 
clear to his mind that the only profit-earning 
contract was the contract entered into when 
the money was paid in Boston. In his 
opinion the decision on appeal wag correct 
and should be affirmed. 

A DISSENTING JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in a dissenting 
judgment, asked how, if an ocean ticket were 
issued to a passenger, this ocean ticket could 
be said to be issued in pursuance of an 
American contract when it must, by statute, 
be issued whether the parties did or did not 
agree that it should issue, or how could it be 
issued in pursuance of an American contract 
when, by law, it superseded every agreement 
of the parties, which was either inconsistent 
with or was not included in the ocean ticket. 
He did not think, he said, that the issue of 
an ocean ticket amounted to the carrying on 
of business simply because profit was made 
by the company only if the ocean ticket was 
used. It was becuuse no passenger could 


an 


be carried at all unless the company issued 
to him an ocean ticket. In his opinion the 
company carried on business where the ocean 
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8 “Eirinn i soar an was a gHREUSHIÉEP BNL as sg so 


ticket, was issued, because, by statute, the 
ocean ticket, was the sole and indispensable 
contract, under which he could be legally 
carried. 

The appeal, in the result, was dismissed, 
with costs.

B. Collins, Revenue Solicitor) appeared for 
the appellants; and Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., 
and Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by 
Messrs. D. and T. FitzGerald) for the 
respondents.

SUPREME COURT 
JUDGMENT. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.)é 
The Court announced that the appeal which 
had been brought in the case of the State 
(Kennedy)) against E. J. Little, one of the 
Dublin Metropolitan District Justices, would 
be dismissed with costs, and that its reasons 
for dismissing the appeal would be given at 

a later date. 

This case came before the Supreme Court 
by way of appeal by Mr. Kennedy, prosecu- 
tor, from an order of the High Court, the 
main point being whether the Fugitive 
Offenders Act was applicable to the Irish 
Free State, the contention that it did being 
contested by the prosecutor. 

In his appeal the prosecutor sought an 
order discharging the entire order of the High 
Court, allowing, with costs, the cause shown 
against his application to make absolute, and 
discharging, the conditional order, whereby it 
was directed that District Justice Little 
should be prohibited from further proceeding 
in the matter of an application made to him 
by the Attorney-General under the Fugitive 
Offenders Act, 1881, against the prosecutor, 
who submitted that the District Court had 
no jurisdiction to deal with the application 
under the Act. 

ALL OF ONE OPINION. 

The Chief Justice said that the members 
of the Court were of opinion that the case 
was one in which the District Justice had 
jurisdiction, and that no order of prohibition 
should be granted to restrain him. ‘“‘In the 
course of the arguments,” his lordship added, 
“there has been so much matter of diffi- 
culty, and so many questions arose that re- 
quire us to express our judgment with the 
utmost care, that we do not think we will 
deliver our opinions in a great hurry; but 
we are all of the one opinion as to the order, 
and we think that, in the circumstances, we 
should not delay the order, and we have put 
in the case thig morning to pronounce the 
order dismissing the appeal, with costs, and 
we will state at a later date our conside 
reasons for arriving at that conclusion.” 

Continuing, the Chief Justice said that one 
point on which they thought that they ought 
to make themselves clear, as they were not 
now delivering judgment, was with reference 


| to the question whether the offence concerned 


was one to which the Fugitive Offenders Act 
applied, as in any proceedings before the 
District Justice there might be an attempt 
to draw inferences from the refusal of the 
Court now to grant prohibition. They wanted 
to make it clear that they were not deciding 
that question, and that their considered judg- 
ment, when delivered, would not decide that 
question. It would be open for the District 
Justice, on proper evidence, to consider and 
determine. 

“For the moment,” he added, “we dis- 
miss the appeal, with costs.” 

APPLYING TO PRIVY COUNCIL. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (for the prosecutor), 
on the question of costs, said that the matter 
involved questions of consitutional law of the 
utmost difticulty and gravity, and, having re- 
gard to that fact and to the doubt about the 
applicability of the law in this country, the 
Court might consider that the costs of that 
ought not to be awarded against the prose- 


cutor. 
The Chief Justice—The costs masé follow in 


the usual way. 

Mr. FitzGibbon asked whether there was 
any manner in which the Court could see fit 
to delay the prosecution of the proceedings 
before the District Justice to give coun 
for the prosecutor an opportunity of applying 
to the Privy Council. 

The Chief Justice said that there would be 
a difficulty about that. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said, that he asked for only 
a temporary delay. They could not apply 
until they had the judgment of the Court to 
put in the Appeal Book. They could not 
proceed with the application even for leave to 
appeal until they Were in a position to incor- 
porate the judgment, so that until the judg- 
ment was available they could not go further. 

The Chief Justice said that they always 
had refused to entertain questions of appeal 
to the Privy Council. Pipe 

Mr. FitaGibbon—Can your lordship in- 
timate that the District Justice ought to 
grant a further adjournment? wee 

The Chief Justice—Why, the case 13 now 
before him. : 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Your order will be made 
up as a consequence of your judgment, and it 
is only until your judgment is available, until 

our reasons are giyen, that the matter might 
allowed to stand over. — 

The Chief Justice—We thought the case 
was one that called for immediate decision, 
and we have no ground on which to accede 
to any such suggestion. We will deliver our 
reasons as soon as we can. The appeal is 
dismissed, with costs.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR, JUSTICE MURNAGHAN) 


Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
appeal which was brought by the National 
Bank, Limited, from a ju mt of Mr. 
Justice Johnston, who decided in favour of 
Christopher Bernard Keegan, of Newton, 
Moate, County Westmeath, the defendgpt 
in the action, which concerned an equi 
mortgage, alleged to have been created by 
the deposit with the plaintiffs of the title 
deeds of the defendant’s premises. 

It appeared that the defendant had agreed 
to give his aunt, Miss Mary Keegan, the 
exclusive use of the drawingroom and the 
bedroom over it for her life, free of ¢

RAILWAY FREIGHTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—A short time ago I received a circular 
from an English firm with a price list cf 
various feeding stuffs. I wrote asking them 
to quote me for one ton delivered at my 
country station, and this morning I received 
their reply, a copy of which I now enclose. 
The cost of the ton f.o.b. Liverpool would 
be under £6—and the cost of getting it here 
almost £2 more. That is to say, the cost to 
me is increased 25 per cent. You will also 
note that by far the largest item of the cost 
is the transit charge from Dublin to here— 
5s. to put it into the railway wagon and 
19s. 7d. for bringing it a short distance; the 
pre-war rate was 4s. 6d. 

I cannot blame the railway company. We 


all know what they have to contend with, 


and that, even with these exorbitant rates, 
they are unable to pay the unfortunate share- 
holders any dividend. Is this to continue 
indefinitely? Cheap and efficient transport is 
necessary for a country’s prosperity. Without 
it we cannot hope to trade even internally ; 
we can only buy and sgell to and from our 
immediate neighbours. If I had wanted to 
axport material, would one-fourth of the 
price obtained be handed over to the carry- 
ing companies? This matter does not affect 
me alone. It means that the villager 1s pay- 
ing anything from 2d. to 4d. a stone more 
for his meal, flour, bacon, etc., than ne 
shonld. In fact, everything is costing him 
far more than it would if transport charges 
were at a proper level. 

Similarly, our manufacturers cannot put 
their goods on the English or home market 
without having to pay a transport cost that 
prohibits them from competing on even terms 
with other countries. Jt is no wonder that 
our railway services are being curtailed 
instead of extended; no wonder there is 
ough unemplorment.—Yourg, etc.,

Some time afterwards this maid 
was billed for her maintenance, but, having 
been of the opinion that maintenance was 
free in a rate-aided county 
thinking a mistake had been rade, she dis- 
regarded the notice. A second notice was 
sent months later, saying that, if the money 
was not paid, the matter would he put in 
the hands of fhe County Board of Health's 
solicitor for collection. Subsequently the 
em.plover received a civil bill fór the amount, 
requiring notice of defence within ten davs 
or payment of the maintenance charges. - 

The solicitor for the County Board of 
Health relies on a Poor Law Relief Act 
1862 (Section 4), which he interprets as 
making the. employer liable for his maid’s 
maintenance. The employer. as a ratepayer 
paying his quota to the county hospital, end 
¢iso as a contributor to National Health 
Insurance, feels that it is unjust that he 
should be taxed practically three times over. 
A former member of this County Board of 
Health advised the employer not to pay and 
fo let the matter go to court. No similar 
case appears to have -been: actually tasted. in 
a court. No charge used ever to be ‘made 
formerly, and it has come rather as a shock 
to people, who always thought that attend. 
ance in such cases as the above was free. to 
find it is not so in the opinion of the solicitor 
to this Board of Health.

IMPROVEMENTS IN DETAIL. 


From, an architectnal point of view the 


interiorfof this fine church has in the past 
suffered from the shallow effect of its chancel.

The floor of the sanctuary and chancel has 
had a simple and attractive covering of 
ceramic mosaic. 

New Communion rails in oak, with hand} 
some foliated brass S, considerably 
enhance the interior beauty of the church. — 

The War Memorial is a featare which pre- 
sents something of a novelty and is very 
charming. Jt takes the form of a carved oak 
cabinet attached to the wall in the south 
transept, with opening doors which display 
the names of the fallen. The upper part takes 
the form of sn richly carved canopy. An ex- 
cellent example of effective carving is dis- 
played in the new oak Communion Table, 
while seats and desks in oak are imeluded in 
ihe memorial gifts.

Proposed Salary 


Cuts Denounced 


At Protest Meeting. 
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From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENY. 
BELFAST, Sunday. 

* ORTHERN Ireland teachers are strongly 

N protesting against, the proposed reduc- 

tion of 7} per cent. in their salaries 
which the Northern Government announced 
as part of their economy campaign for the 
coming year. The teachers declare that, this 
is a distinct violation of the salary agree- 
ment and a breach of faith on the part of 
the Government. 

A largely attended’ meeting of teachers 
from all paris of the six counties was held 
in the Co-operative Hall, Frederick street, 
Belfast, yesterday, under the presidency oí 
Mr. Robert Neilly, Ballymena, President-elect 
of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation. 
There were also present representatives of 
the Ulster Teachers’ Union and the Principal 
Teachers’ Union. 


EMPHATIC PROTEST. 


The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted :— 

“That we protest in the most emphatic 
terms against the Government s determi- 
nation to enforce the second cut in the 
emoluments of teachers in public ele 
mentary schools as a gross violation of 
the salary agreement, thus reducing to a 
scrap of paper the solemn treaty agreed 
upon by the British Government, the 
Commissioners of National Education and 
the representatives of Irish teachers. 

‘‘That, owing to the unrest and dis- 
trust that will be created among teachers, 
this pronosed action of the Government 
wi'l be detrimental to the interests of 
primary education.” 

The Chairman said that they met that day 
‘‘smarting under a deep sense of gross in- 
justice.” After ten years of peace and pro- 
gress in the world of education, teachers in 
Northern| Ireland were again to become en- 
gaged in a fierce agitation on the question of 
salaries. 

When their Northern Government 
upon jtseli the reins of office in 1922 they 
were all deeply gratified by the interest which 
was shown for education. In 1923 an Eduea- 
tion Act was passed which was hailed as the 
‘Children’s Charter.” but subsequent events 
had clearly proved that it had been anything 
hut a charter for the primary teachers, for in 
1925 a cut of seven per cent. was made in 
their salaries and ten per cent. in other 
emoluments to finance expanding charges due 
to educational reform. 

“ And now. ' he said, ‘‘ther were heing 
asked to yield another 75 per cent. as a 
sacrifice for the aliar of economy. They were 
massing through very dificult times, and the 
Nerthers Ireland area—in common with the 
rest of the nation—had been hard hit. What- 
ever be the economic disease from which they 
were suffering it certainly was not poverty. 
‘They were poor because they were not spend- 
ing. The greatest need of the moment was 
more and more buving. To cut the salaries 
of teachers and other people would certainly 
not help tradesmen and shopkeepers, nor 
would it set the wheels of industry turning. 
Who, he asked, believed that a cut in 
teachers’ salaries would help in the smallest 
way their crippled industries, or reduce by 
one unit the long streams of workless citizens 
at the unemployment exchanges? 

Speaking on the 11th December last at a 
meeting of the Windsor Women’s Unionist 
Association, Mr. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance, referred to the cost of teachers’ 
salaries, and said: ‘‘ They might, of course, 
expect some relief by reducing the cost of 
education. Almost three-fourths of the total 
cost of education represented teachers 
salaries, which amounted to not far from 
£1 500,000. That single item was three times 
the size of the balance available for Govern- 
ment administration, and he failed to notice 
any suggestion, either in Parliament or out-

CIVIL SERVICE CUTS. 


It might be argued, and he was ashamed 
to say it had been argued, that as the 
agreement was not made by the Government 
of Northern Ireland, therefore that Govern- 
ment was not bound by the agreement. This 
was the argument used by the Government 
of Soviet Russia for repudiating the debts 
due to foreign Governments by the Czarist 
régime.

to be continually harassed by these repeated 
‘cuts’ in pay and breaking of agreements 
it would be impossible for them te carry on 
in that quietness and tranqility which was so 
essential to the work of their profégsion. He 
described the present proposal as a violation 
of the principles of humanity and of évery 
sentiment of honour. 


PENSIONS PROBLEM, 


Mr. Engene Caraher, Portadown, ex-presi- 
dent of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion, asked if violeated agreements and broken 
scraps of paper was all to the cood of éduca- 
tion.

Its 
activities, of course, are not confined to 
the roads, but are directed to the preven- 
tion of accidents in the factory and the 
home as well. There is great need for 
propaganda against carelessness. In Great 
Britain, as we learn, one person is killed 
in an accident of some sort every half-hour, 
and two persons are injured every minute. 

The Association preaches that at least half 
of these accidents can be avoided by care.

| FINANCIAL NEWS AND NOTES 


The influences at work in Stock Markets 
last week were for the most part adverse. 
The news from India was disquieting, and 
some weakness in foreign bonds was produced 
by the reception accorded the fiscal agreement 
between Austria and Germany, for the fear 
was expressed that this might have an adverse 
influence upon the political situation in the 
latter country. If this were not enough, we 
had fresh weakness in Rubber Shares, and a 
drop in the price of the commodity to a new 
low record, circumstances due to reports that 
the negotiations betwen British and Dutch 
interests for a restriction of output would be 
abandoned. In addition, some of the base 
metals displayed fresh weakness, tin falling to 
the lowest level for many years past. But 

more important, especially from the 
standpoint of the British investor, was the 
explicit statement that New South Wales 
would default in the payment of interest due 
on April 1. It is unnecessary to emphasise 
the weakness in Australian securities that 
followed. We now have the melancholy pic- 
ture of & market for certain Colonial Govern- 
ment Stocks that are full trustee securities 
ii a condition resembling that witnessed in 
the past in respect of a South American 
Government that had repudiated its financial 
obligations. 


AMERICAN DIVIDEND CUTS. 

The feeling of depression, consequent upon 
these adverse developments, was accentuated 
by one or two adverse circumstances that 
affected English Securities, more particularly 
such as the passing of the Cunard dividend. 
Then, to make matters worse, New York was 
disturbed by the reduction in the dividends 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, the 
Westinghouse Electric and the Anaconda 
Copper Co. Even British Government Stocks 
eased somewhat, and Home. Rails derived 
little benefit from the acceptance of the wages 
award by the railwaymen’s unions.

Better trade would reduce the 
number of unemployed, thus increasing the 
spending power of the community and it 
would mean more . satisfactory railway 
trafics vhile a _ rise in commodity 
prices would help the producing countries, 
such as Australia, New Zealand and South 
America. Until we get this improvement 
we must be prepared for further develop- 
ments of the Cunard type, for obviously the 
longer the trade depression continues the 
nore difficult will it be fcr various industrial 
and other undertakings to pay dividends. 


OUTLOOK OBSCURE. 

A period of uncertainly scems to be ahead, 
one effect of which will be to drive surplus 
capital to gilt-edged stocks. The result of

VITAL DECISIONS. 


The New York Correspondent of the 
Sunday Times, cabling on Saturday, says 
that the announcement on Monday that the 
Federal Farm Board would not support the 
1931 wheat crop was fundamental news of 3 
vital character. Dividends have been re- 
duced this week by such compamies as West- 
inghouse Electric, Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, Lackawanna Railroad, and Anaconda 
Copper. Andes Copper has passed its Common 
dividend, and cumulative dividends have been 
passed by the National Cash Register Com- 
pany and Wilson and Co. The weekly steel 
trade reviews reported that the steel industry 
was ‘‘top-heavy.”’ The week's reports of 
February railroad earnings, together with 
some Corporation reports for 1930, were worse 
than expected. For the best part of the week 
the daily volume of business in stocks was 
small ard the price movement narrow, but 
in the closing days there was selling of stoc's, 
the market being unable to withstand the 
accumulation of unfavourable news. This 
week's Farm Board announcement can only 
mean a continuation of low farm-product 
prices until a reduction has been effected in 
the carry-over and production. Meantime, 
industrial centres will feel the curtailed buy- 
ing power of the agricultural sections. 

On the bright side in the longer look ahead, 
the Chairman of the Farm Board, in a plain 
talk, told farmers that they must stop leaning 
on the Government; that salvation lies in 
their own hands by reducing production. The 
most important phase in the Farm Board an- 
nouncement—and of the dividend reductions— 
is that actual conditions are now being re- 
eognised instead of the false post Stock mar- 
ket panic propaganda. It is now recognised 
that for the past seventeen years we (that is 
the Americans) have been living in a fool's 
paradise. Hence no one knows to-day what 
are the normal conditions for this country. 
It appears, however, from the viewpoint of 
some Wall Street people that herein is a 
real basis for optimism, taking a longer loo‘ 
ahead. Those here whose opinions are worth 
having have not been expecting, since the 
beginning of 1951, anything but a slow re- 
covery, but an improvement is expected, which 
may become more marked in the second 
quarter, which begins next Wednesday. 


LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


There was a large increase in the number 
of sheep and lamb carcases included in the 
imports of meat from the various overseas 
ports last week. There was also a small 
shipment of live cattle from South Africa. 
The vessels, with their freights, were as fol- 
low:—The Huntingdon, from New Zealand, 
with 27,248 sheep and lamb carcases, 1.031 
carcases of pork, 1,920 bags of meat (veal) 
and 883 quarters of heef: the Nariva, from 
River Plate, with 58,383 sheep and Jamb car- 
cases, 115 sides of veal, 998 hoxes of pork, 
5,705 bags, etc., of meat, and 34,769 quarters 
of beef; the Clan Malcome, from South 
Africa, with 130 cattle; the Carmania, from 
New York, with 193 boxes of meat; the 
Ulysses, from Australia, with 44,128 sheep 
and lamb carcases, 465 bags of meat, and 
i,004 quartews of beef; the Montclare, from 
St. John, with 897 boxes of meat; and the 
Cedric, from New York, with 25 bundles of 
pork and 1,000 quarters of beef—making a 
total of 129,759 sheep and lamb carcases, 
1,031 carcases and 1,023 cases, etc., of pork, 
115 sides of veal, 9,178 bags, etc., of meat, 
and 37,656 quarters of beef. Compared with 
the arrivals of the preceding week, these 
figures show an increase of 109,046 sheep and 
lamb carcases, 766 boxes and carcases of pork, 
5.012 bags, elc., of meat, and 139 quarters of 


. beef. 


CUNARD REPORT. 
NET PROF IT OF £18,601. 


The report of the directors to be submitted 
to the general meeting on Wednesday, 8th 
April :-— 

The directors, in submitting to the share- 
holders the enclosed statement of accounts for 
the year ended ólst December, 1950, report 
that Sir Percy E. Bates, Bart., was unani- 
mously chosen to succeed Sir Thomas Royden, 
Bart., as Chairman, and that Mr. Frederic 
Alan Bates and Mr. Herbert William Corry 
were unanimously elected deputy-chairmen. 

The accounts, which have been certified 
by the auditors, show that after providing 
out of the profits for the year for depreciation 
of steamships and other properties and plant, 
income tax, Debenture interest, etc., there 1s 
a net profit of £18,601; add balance from 
1929, £305,265 ; making a total of £413,867, 
From this the dividends, less income tax, 
have been paid on the Preference Stocks for 
1930 amounting to £135,000, leaving to be 
carried forward to 1931 the balance ol 
£278,867 

The directors having fully considered the 
values of shares in subsidiary and other com- 
panies have decided to use a portion of the 
reserve fund to write down the book values 
by £861,304 and have added the difference 
between this sum and £1,000,000 to the 
existing contingencies reserve account in 
cluded in the balance sheet under creditors, 
open voyage accounts, depusits and reserves. 

A contract hes been placed with Messrs. 
John Brown and Company, Limited, Clyde- 
bank, for the building of a large express 
steamer to run in the company’s Southamp- 
ton-New York mail service. In connection with 
the building and operation of this steamer 
the company has concluded an agreement 
with His Majesty's Government to provide, 
through the Board of Trade, any construction 
risk and marine risk insurance which the 
ordinary market may be unable to absorb. 

During the year Cunard House, Limited, 
was formed to purchase a freehold site in 
the City of London, and erect thereon a 
modern office building, a considerable por- 
tion of which will be occupied by the London 
staffs of the Cunard and Associated Com- 
panies. The Cunard Steam Ship Company, 
Limited, has agreed to guarantee uncondi- 
tionally the interest and sinking fund pay- 
ments in conmection with an issue by Cunard 
House, Limited, of £750,000 4; per cent. 
First Mortgage Debenture Stock. 

Since the date of the accounts the freehold of 
premises at 28 Cockspur street, London, S. W., 
owned, but not occupied, by the company, has 
been sold. 

The services of the company have been 
satisfactorily maintained during the year, 
although, having regard to the decreased 
volume of business moving, a considerable 
curtailment of sailings has been effected 
during the past winter, chiefly on the Liver- 
pool-New York berth. 

The Atlantic passenger traffic shows a de- 
crease compared with the previous year, par- 


ticularly in first class and third class. First- | 


class business was affected by economic con 
ditions, while the third-class numbers W est- 
bound were greatly restricted owing to the 
unemployment prevailing in both the United 
States ard Canada. The demand for travel 
in tourist third cabin accommodation con- 
tinues to increase. 

The company has continned to maintain 
cruising voyages both from the United States 
and the United Kingcom, but the programme 
of sailings from New York during the present 
season has had to be modified to meet the 
altered situation brought about by the adverse 
conditions in America 

Both in the Atlantic West-bound and East- 
bound freight trades there was considerably 
less activity, due to the prevailing depressed 
trading conditions both in Europe and 
America, with a consequent decrease in 
freights. The company's freight services 
from the United Kingdom to the Mediter- 
ranean and France were also adversely 
affected by the current unsatisfactory indus- 
trial conditions. 

The company disposed of its share holdings 
in America Levant Line, Limited, to the 
managers of that concern, Messrs. Stanley 
and John Thompson, Limited, in January of 
this year. The Bothma, Bosnia, Bactria 
and Bantria are now registered in the com- 
pany’s own name. ‘The Brescia has been sold. 
The company’s Australian and New Zealand 
services were carried on under increasingly 
difficult conditions during the year. The re- 
duced purchasing power of the peoples of 
Australia and New Zealand, and the restric- 
tive tariff in Australia, coupled with the fall 
in the exchange, resulted in a serious diminu- 
tion in the outward cargoes, while the loss 
on exchange on homeward prepaid freights 
has been a serious factor. e ships of this 
flect have been maintained in satisfactory 
order.

(SPECIAL REPORTS.) 

The feature at the Bermondsey anctions this 
week was the firmer tone in all classes of calf. 
with firsts lad. to 5d. up, whilst seconds showed 
a similar improvement. Firsts in glb./under and 
%6lb. sold at glad,, first clear ox gained Igd. in 
the. heavy-weights, with 6d. paid for 7Obb. up. 
Seconds were unchanged, with the exception of 
60/69lb., which advanced lad. to 412d.: cowe and 
bulls remained nnchanged. Foreign hides 
have attracted Jess attention at the advanced rates 
now generally asked. A moderate business in- 
cluded B.A. Ameticanos at 7lgd., and dry first 
Capes at 7’gd.. with wnbathed best Adis Abebas 
sold at 6d. There was a slight improvement in 
the demand for leather, the better tendency being 
particularly welcome in éole leather for manu- 
facturing purposes. The advance in hide values 
was reflected in the asking prices of tanners. which 
usually show a slight advance. At the low prices 
now ruling for offal the demand has been more 
brisk, but higher prices are considered to be 
imminent. There was little change in the upper 
leather division; willow and box calf sold steadily, 
and a fair volume of orders was received for 
coloured kid and patent at about recent rates.

TRADE QUIETLY STEADY. 


From OUR CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

_ With one or two exceptions a quietly steady 
feeling has been noticeable in all sections of 
the provision trade throughout the week, 
though towards the close there was a quieter 
tone. In bacon available supplies have been 
fairly well absorbed, and at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Bacon Committee it was decided to 
make no official change in Danish, Swedish 
and Dutch. Arrivals of Irish to this centre 
can by no means be described as heavy, and 
values are also nominally unchanged from 
Jast week. In butter the Danish official quo- 
tation 'shows a further reduction; being 13 
kroner lower at 205 kroner per 100 kilos; at 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 262 kroner, and in 1929 280 
kroner. All Continental makes are lower in 
sympathy with Danish, although Swedish has 
not followed to the same extent as Finnish, 
and the margin in price was comparatively 
small. Colonial makes have also declined, 
and should retail at very attractive prices. 
It was thought that because of the mear 
approach of the Easter holidays an increased 
demand might be experienced for choicest but- 
ter, but so far the trade has been extremely 
disappointing. 
EGGS CHEAPER. 

There has been a decline in prices 
of all descriptions of eggs during the 
past week. Present quotations may be 
regarded as on a more normal basis, such 
as existed in pre-war times. Of late, eggs, 
like most articles of food, have depreciated 
in monetary value, and it is interesting to 
observe that this circumstance is not due to 
any increased arrivals. On the contrary, ac- 
cording to official returns recently published, 
the total imports of eggs into this country 
during the first two months of the present 
year amounted to 3,787,057 great hundreds, 
compared with 4,354,429 great hundreds in 
the same period’ last year, and 3,361,741 in 
1929. During the last autumn and winter 
months much higher prices would have ruled 
for eggs had it not been for the large im- 
ports from South Africa and Australia; these 
arrivals were of satisfactory cuality, and 
readily found an outlet. ‘Juutations for ard, 
both on spot and for shipment, within the 
last few days denote a- somewhat different 
espect from the lethargy and luw values that 
have characterised the trade for the past few 
months. Prices have risen from the bottom 
by 8 to 10 per cent. The mid-month stocks 
details of which have been received from 
Chicago are given as 26,000,000 Ib. This com- 
pares with 46,000,000 Ib. a year ago. It is 
interesting to note that lard stocks between 
February 15th and March 15th this year ac- 
tually decreased, whereas the history of many 
vears past has been a considerable increase. 
Practically all animal fats and many of the 
vegetable oils have recovered from the low 
prices: amongst these lard has, perhaps, been 
a leader, and possibly this has been due 
to some extent to the hygienic and con- 
venient method of packing in cartons. It 
looks as if lard values are interesting, and 
may be expected to repay close observation. 

SLUW TRADE IN CATTLE. 

At Salford Cattie Market on Tuesday both 
home and Irish-fed cattle were penned in 
larger numbers, the supply being in excess 
of the demand. Trade ruled slow in conse- 
quence. notwithstanding the fact that sellers 
showed a disposition to grant concessions to 
induce basiness. Irish dairy cows were also 
lower on the week and sheep and lambs also 
favoured buvers. At the Manchester Pig Mar- 
ket large supplies were in moderate request, 
but, taken all round, there was little altera- 
tion to note in prices. As is usual prior 
to Easter, business at the Manchester Dead 
Meat Market has been quiet throughout the 
week, with a very slow finish. Dead poultry 
generally steady, a moderate enquiry being 
experienced at late rates. Salmon is coming 
forward in larger quantities, and prices are 
declining in consequence, medium fish being 
quoted 2s. 10d. per lb. (wholesale).
